losses to them, some wounded prisoners 
remaining on our hands. 


"An entire battalion of tiie 186th reg- 
i m r a t : of 
Prussian 
infantry, recruited 
from the upper Rhine, surrendered yes- 
terday to the 
Brititsh near 
Fricourr. 
The prisoners numbered twenty officers 
and 600 men. 
The battalion had been 
assigned for duty only a siiort time be- 
fisre to replace heavy casualties. 
The

was 
so heavy 
and 
the 
trench occupied by the Prussians 
was 
damaged so badly that the men refused 
t o fight longer. 
The situation this morn- 
ing is regarded by the British as satia- 
tfactory.

Grov. Ralston's New Choice 
as Brigadier General 
is Approved. 


Indianapolis, July 
4.—Announcement 
has come from Washington that the war 
department will assign Lieut.

Lieut. Col. Lewis was bom and reared 
in New Albany, 
Ind., and he and I^Ir. 
Stotsenburg were schoolmates 
in

school at that place. 
They have known 
each other as boys together and their 
friendship 
has 
continued 
since. 
Col. 
Lewis was in West Point after the mili- 
tary school days of Mr. Stotsenburg's 
brother, who lost his life in the perform- 
ance of his duties at the time of the Phil- 
ippine insurrection. 


Lieut. Col. Lewis was the command- 
ant of cadets at DePauw university from 
1892 to 1806, and under his direction the 
cadets at that place made an unusually 
good record. 
Albert P. Smith, an In- 
dianapolis attorney, who was a member 
of the corps of cadets when Lewis was 
in command, spoke highly of him and 
of (Jovernor Ralston for selecting him to 
head the national guard.

Washington, July 4.—^A note to 
the United States from the de 
facto 
government 
of 
Mexico 
reached Elissio Arredondo, the 
Mexican ambassador designate to- 
day and probably will be delivered 
to the state department tomorrow. 


The communication is described 
by persons close to the embassy as 
being conciliatory in tone and de- 
signed to offer the basis of an ami 
cable settlement of the differences 
between the two governments. 


It is in reply to both the last two 
notes sent to the de facto governmojit 
by Secretary Lansing and is said 
to 
bring the issue between the two govern- 
ments down to date. 


More Promises Made. 
Promises to restore order in northern 
Mexico and protect American territory 
from raids are renewed with the sug- 
gestion that the presence of American 
troops on Mexican soil is largely

Key. Madison Swadener and 
Wilbur Ryman Reply in 
Müncié Graft Case.

bon. Swadener, of Indianapolis, former 
associate superintendent of the Indi- 
ana Anti-Saloon league, made a sworn 
statement yesterday denying charges 
that he had written letters to David 
<Bat) Masterson, of Indianapolis, a 
figure in the graft and 
dynamiting 
cases against local officials. 


Masterson recently made a sworn 
Btátement that he and some of his 
grunmen had been hired by Wilbur 
Ryman, special prosecuting attorney, 
to appear before the Delaware county 
grand jury and fasely 
testify 
that 
Masterson 
had 
been 
employed 
by 
Mayor Rollin H. Bunch, Chief of Po- 
lice W. A. McIIvaine and others to 
dynamite 
Ryman's 
house. 
At 
that 
timé Masterson produced a bunch of 
letters, some purporting to have been 
written by Rev. Mr. Swadener on sta- 
tióítery of the Anti-Saloon league, in 
which Swadener urged Masterson to 
coin© to Ryman's demands. 
There 
were also some letters alleged to have 
been written by Ryman on his sta- 
tionery telling Masterson what he was 
to réceive for his evidence. 


Absent at Time- 
Rev. Mr. Swadener's sworn 
state- 
ment was accompanied by one from 
R. C. Minton, of Indianapolis, attorney 
for the Anti-Saloon league, and both 
etatements 
denounce 
the 
letters 
shown by Masterson as forgeries. The 
; Swadener affidavit says that he has 
* not been connected with the Anti- 
' Saloon league since February, 1916, 
and that he left Indianapolis on April 
23, 1916, and did not return 
until 
June 27. 
The letters alleged to have 
• been written by Swadener to Master- 
Bon bear dates during May. 


Ryman, who is under a charge of 
subordination of perjury, as a result

letters he produced, declares the let- 
ters bearing his name are forgeries. 
Ryman says that while in Indianap- 
olis a few days ago he discovered the 
printing shop, where, he alleges, Mas- 
terson 
had

printed, and that while Ryman was 
. In this shop Masterson came in to get 
' a bunch of the letterheads. 


If all the letters prove to be forgeries 
, and the charge against Ryman found to 
be based on iorged evidence it will be a 
hard blow to Mayor Rollin H. Bunch, who 
goes on trial Wednesday on a charge of 
conspiring to solicit and accept bribes. 
Gene Williams, formerly deputy prosecut- 
ing attorney, was recently convicted of 
a similar charge.

Democrats Upheld New Rev- 
enue Bill as Party 
Triumph. 


Washington, D. C., July 4.—^Demo- 
cratic leaders of congress and In the 
administration believe they have an- 
swered all 
republican 
criticisms of 
their tariff policy in their new revenue 
bill and they have pulled the sting of 
republican campaign argument. 


They argue that they have averted 
a new bond Issue to meet the great 
demands of preparedness, have agreed 
to the republican demand for a tariff 
commission, taking this from among 
the republican Issues, have protected 
the country against unloading of for- 
eign goods here after the war and also 
readjusted the tariff 
to 
give ample 
protection to 
the Infant Industry of 
dye-making, started after the German 
supply was cut off. 


But republican congressional 
lead- 
ers are preparing to make capital out 
of the dilemma in which the demo- 
crats Were placed by the war exigen- 
cies in being forced to modify their 
tariff and 
to increase their 
income 
tax rates and levy new taxes. 


They, 
are 
to 
make 
campaign 
speeches in house and senate against 
the revenue bill, and insist that had 
the democrats recognized 
conditions 
in the framing of their original tariff 
measure they would not have been 
put at this late day to the enactment 
of new and onerous taxes or be forced 
to change their economic plans as set 
forth in their original tariff law. 


"Heaven knows when congress will 
adjourn," said Senator Kern, 
demo- 
cratic leader, after he had left a con- 
ference at the white house with the 
president today. 
"My own guess Is 
that we will get away August 20, but 
that is a pure guess and depends upon 
eventualities. 
Under the senate rules 
no one can tell how much talking there 
will be." 


Others See Early Close. 


The pessimistic feelihg held by Sen- 
ator Kern is not entertained by other 
leaders, among them some influential 
republicans. 
Senator Galllnger Is au- 
thority for the statement that the re- 
publicans contemplate 
no 
filibuster 
against any pending legislation, and 
the republicans have joined with the 
democrats in the last week in a scheme 
to speed up all pending legislation. 


There are ahead 
two 
important 
matters 
for 
discussion—the revenue 
bill and the shipping bill. 
On each 
of these measures there must be much 
discussion and debate in order that 
the politicians in and out of congress 
can get their cues for the coming 
stump speeches to be made through- 
out the country.

Desoribes Opening Attack. 


The correspondent of the Lókal An- 
aelKer, telegraphing- on Sunday from 
German headquarters in Ftance de- 
scribes the opening 
of 
the Anglo- 
French attack as follows: 
, For seven days and seven nights 
grins of all calibres from field to log- 
ship guns have unceasingly hammered 
the German positions, camps and shel- 
ters behind constantly renewed waves 
of poison gas. 
The gas drifted over, 
mingled with shells, which as 
they 
burst, threw out corrosive benumbing 
fumes. 


The country between 
Ypres 
and 
Roye was one vast hell of fire during 
the long period of preparations which 
was double the lengrth of time which 
preceded 
the battle 
in Champagne 
last autumn. 
The only pauses came 
when sallies were made to determine 
whether an onslaught was 
possible. 
The Gr«rman's first line trenches in 
many places were completely under a 
hall of missiles. 


It came as a relief to the German 
troops from 
an 
almost unbearable 
strain when the bombardment yester- 
day ceased and strong columns ad- 
vanced. 
These did 
not 
attack the 
Whole front but broad sections On eith- 
er side of the Somme and Ancre rivers 
from the British northern sector to 
La Boisselle. 


Retirement Decided Upon. 


Along the sector from La Boisélle 
to the Somme first line trenches were 
so demolished that they offered no 
support fòr their ihard pressed occu- 
pants and retirement 
was 
decided 
upon and executed. 
The ruins of Frl- 
court, Mametz and Curlu, which lay 
in line with the first trenches, had to 
be abandoned 
to 
the enemy 
who 
found here relatively ihia greater eue- 
cess of the first day.

Somme 
reaches to Lihons, just south Of the 
Roman road from Amiens to St. Quen- 
tin. 


The material 
left 
behind 
In the 
abandonment of the 
front trenches 
was destroyed before Retirement The 
struggle continues along the whOie i 
front With enormous violence and the 
utmost use of artillery both in recur- 
rent and counter attacks. 


These are the results Of the first 
day of this monstrous combat in which 
the united forces of England, Franco 
and Belgium, with an Inconceivable 
supply of munitions and cannon from 
the whole WOrld attempted to breach 
the German front. The first day's suô- 
cess may be regarded as compara- 
tively smàll. The loss of a limited ter- 
ritory was expected, but no sensible 
person will overestimate this modest 
result of the first day'« offensive, since 
the abandonment of a bit of trench 
here and there, a ruined village or a 
couple of kilomitreH of teiritory signi- 
fies little in view of thè many llAès 
of our position some times iéven rows 
deep.

aERMANS RETAKE 
SMAIJ. PART LOST 
IN BRITISH DRIVE

ing Poodle and the bottom woods and 
advanced towards the main German line 
of defense. 


The Aassociated Press correspondent 
today went over 
the territory 
pre- 
viously taken by the British 
from the 
west of Montauban, through the fam- 
ous Danteig valley, where the German 
nest of machine guns gave the British 
their great^t 
trouble in their 
first 
day's attack on Mametz and Fricourt, 
which noAv are being steadily shelled by 
the Germans. 
Officers and men who 
have been all through the fighting said 
they had been regularly supplied with 
food, but that 
they 
needed "a good 
wash" and that water was unprocur- 
able. 


The soldiers in Dantzig valley were ex- 
cited over one of those theatric scenes 
which this rolling country affords in 
this close 
fighting. 
When the British 
closed in upon the trenches at Poodle 
i^voods, the 
German 
Bections. already 
surrounded, 
came 
out 
holding 
up 
their hands. 
Thus a body of 
more 
than 500 men, after bein» hammered 
incessantly with shell fire for four days, 
dramatically 
surrendered 
before 
the 
eyes of the correspondents. 


The British gun fire, so far as could 
be seen, was much heavier than 
the 
German, while, according to all reports 
from the front line, the Germans have 
withdrawn all their guris from the val- 
ley, which is now controlled by 
the 
British, to positions on the ridges. 


Both Mametz and Fricourt virtually 
are 
levelled. 
The 
earth 
and 
brick 
buildings were kneaded by shell fire 
thrown 
into 
the 
communication 
trenches running through these villages. 
Where the prefatory bombardment was 
most severe, strong Gferman positions in 
dugouts, thirty feet deep, did not save 
their defenders from the big shells, and 
trenches 
became 
formless 
heaps 
of 
earth, bits of the green German uni- 
forms, flesh and 
accoutrements • were 
mixed with rags and churned sand bags 
in uncanna/ horror. 


British soldiers were gathering 
the 
German dead and burying their own in 
communicatlbn trenches. 
At one spot 
where 
the 
British 
suffered in charg- 
ing machine gun position, the battalion 
mascot, a black and tan morgrel dog, 
lay dead beside his human companions, 
all of whim had fallen w i ^ their faces 
toward the German trenches. 


Officers met on 
the 
front line and 
agreed that the new army battalions 
conducted themselves 
with the 
same 
gallantry as the regulars. 
Everybody 
there on the newly won ground, close 
to the enemy, was expecting at any 
moment orderg to make another effort. 
When not "digging in" they slept in the 
genial sunlight, which was not so hot 
as yesterday. 


Germans lately taken prisoners, when 
interviewed, indicated that 
battalions 
were rushed from as far as Lille to 
meet the Anglo-French attack. 


The village 
of 
la Boisselle, recently 
so hotly contested, was observed this 
afternoon to be shelled no longer by 
Britsh, but by German guns, which told 
of the success of the British attack. 
Taking refuge in deep cellars, protected 
by house floors, layers of sand bags and 
debris, the Germans brought out their 
machine guns after the bombardment 
and resumed the 
fight. 
There was a 
small siege, but the survivors now have 
capitulated.

not to interfere with either frontal or 
flanking fire at the trenches.' 
Wdoda, 
whenever placed as was that of Mere- 
court, were turned into formidable re- 
doubts with specially constructed shel- 
ters and with iron girders over the en- 
trances.

When Attack Began. 


When the French attack began July 1 
the Germans were so hard pressed that 
they were obliged to fall back upoii 
Frise. 
They hoped to be able to clin^ 
there on account of the marshy loop of 
the Somme, but the German regiments 
holding that position 
were 
so 
badly 
punished by the bombardment thai the 
reserves were ordered there. This order 
was received at 1 o'clock in the mbniing. 
According to a prisoner they assemblé 
and in 
companies 
marched 
through 
Perdnne. One after another they reached 
Biaches, 
Flaucourt 
and 
then 
Herbe» 
court. 
Thence progress was difficult. 


When they entered the communication 
trenches leading to Frise they came un- 
der a terrible shell of fire which caused 
heavy losses and once or twice a panic 
started and it was with great difficulty 
allaj^ed by the ofiicers. 


Finally towards 7 o'clock the 
rein- 
forcements, Avhich already had suffered 
severely, reached the trenches and were 
posted between the second and third po- 
sitions behind Frise where they were sub-,. 
jected to a terri ffic bombardment. 
T^e 
men crouching in shelters ten feet below 
ground could hear the explosions of the 
heavy French shells knocking their de- 
fense to powder and now and then one 
shell would tear through the roof 
of 
their shelter and bury the occupants un- 
der a mass of earth and beams. 


Three hours later the French infantry 
made a fresh attack upon Frise. 
Tho 
advance was so sudden that the Ger- 
mans lost their hold on their positions. 
The^ German officers ordered two com- 
panies 
of 
reinforcements 
to 
advance 
along the Somme canal where they were 
cut up by the French. Other companies 
were sent to Frise and Mereacourt woo4 
to await events, but in less than t'i^'fl 
hours the French occupied Frise and the 
whole German line began to fall back 
closely pressed by the victorious French. 


NO ATTEMPTS TO INTERFERE. 


French Are Reorganizing Their Newly- 
Conquered Positions. 


Infantryman Tells of Rapid Action in 
Battle of the Somme. 


Paris, July 
4.—(Sr.'iO a. 
m.)—"We 
were sent against Dompierre and Bec- 
qincourt," said a young colonial infan- 
tryman who was wounded in the battle 
of the Somme. 
"Things did not drag. 
The signal was given at 9 o'clock and oif 
we went. 
Two hours 
later 
we had 
Dompierre and Becquincourt and were 
pushing on 
towards 
Herbecourt. 
We 
had taken seven lines of trenches. 
It 
was real fine. There were few hand-to- 
hand 
fights. 
We marched with fixed 
bayonets but attacked the trenches with 
bombs. 
I never could have believed it 
could have gone so quickly. 
I felt so 
good that when my wrist was broken 
near Herbecourt I didn't even feel it.'' 
Another wounded man of the same reg- 
iment said: 


"VVhile we were marching forward we 
saw to the right of us several tent fiaps 
pegged down to 
the 
ground. 
'Hello,' 
said the man beside me, 'the Germans 
are drying their washing.' 


Laugh and Trudge On. 


"We laughed and trudged on, but sud- 
denly shots came from behind us; the 
Germans appeared from underneath tho 
flaps And were shooting Into our backs. 
We fell upon them pretty quick. Twenty 
were killed and sixty others threw up 
their hands." 


For a month past the Germans have 
been on the alert around the Somme and 
orders had been given iii a sectet circu- 
lar to construct entrenchments. 
Saps 
had everywhere been pushed to within 
twenty-five yards of thè French barbed 
wire and numerous passa^s were put In 
the German wire entanglements to en- 
able their patrols to spy out every sus- 
picious movement on tbo part of the 
French. 


Extra shelters had been duar thirtv 
feet behind the trenches so that the 
men «ould get into tho trenches mort' 
quickly when the Froneh bombardment 
ceaMd.

The Richest Woman Dies. 


Hetty Green, the richest woman in the world, died in New York 
'on Monday. The one woman of supreme financial possession, with 
ler almost uncounted wealth, lay down at last to th^ slumber that 
is eternal. 
The woman who through a life that spanned eighty 
^ears of time, skimped and saved, haggled and grasped for more 
/•ealth and still more wealth, came at last to the end, and not a dollar 
)f all her vast possessions was wafted aloft with the soul whose chief 
aim in life had been to get it and to hoard it. All of it she left behind, 
id doubtless as the mists were gathering about her eyes riches must 
lave seemed pitifully cheap and unsatisfactory when set up as the 
leasure of a life's endeavor at a moment like that. 


Hetty Green may have been a woman of kindly impulses, but if 
SO they were never permitted to come to the surface in her life of se- 
ilusión or in the shrewd business dealings that year by year added to 
ler millions. We can recall no instance of her benificence. There 
is as a monument to her memory no public charity and no private 
)'enefkction with which her name has been identified. So far as has 
been known she elected to aid no religious or philanthropic endeavor, 
|)ut she was doubtless in her own view of things able to find justifica- 
tion for the self-centered life she licved so long. Yet in her death 
¡pne can scarcely fail to contrast the life of the richest woman in the 
'¡tporld with that of thousands of other wonven who, denied the won- 
derful opportunity of Hetty Green's position, have still given largely 
.and richly of heart and mind and soul and strength, if not of wealth, 
fto the upliit of human kind and to the amelioration of distress, of 
suffering and misfortune. Hetty Green is dead—Hetty Green, mere-

rieiiest woman in the world.

U. S.-Mexican Line West of 
Rio Grande an Erratic 
Affair. 


Washington, D. C., July 4.—That part 
of the United States Mp.xico boundary 
line extending from EI Paso, Texas, to 
the Pacific coast, is described in tha 
following war geography bulletin of the 
National Geographic society, issued from 
Washington : 


"After leaving the Eio Grande, the 
natural boundary, and striking due west 
from El Paso for 100 miles, the inter- 
national line between the United States 
and Mexico changes direction five times 
before reaching the Pacific coast. 
As if 
it had struck an insurmountable obstacle 
in the Big Hatchet mountains, it turns 
at right angles, and extends to the south 
for 30 miles, then strikes west again for 
a distance of more than 160 miles to a 
point beyond Nogales. 
Forming an ob- 
tuse angle, the line now runs in a north- 
westerly direction for its longest 'leg,' 
more than 230 miles, until it reaches the 
Colorado river, which forms the bound- 
ary for 20 miles from southwest 
to 
northeast. 
At Yuma, near the juncture 
of the Gila river with the Colorado, the 
line takes its final change of direction, 
toward the west, terminating in the Pa- 
cific, 140 miles distant. 


"This boundary is marked by 258 
monuments, more than 200 of which are 
of cast iron weighing 800 pounds. They 
are six feet tall and set in concrete. The 
expense of their erection, borne jointly 
by Mexico and the United States, aver- 
age $150 each. 


"With the exception of Bisbee, Santa 
Cruz, Yuma and San Diego, there are 
few settlements of any size within a 
20 mile zone on each side of the bound- 
ary, embracing an area of 24,000 square 
miles. 


"Although the boundary was chosen 
arbitrarily, when the work of surveying 
began it was found that the line be- 
tween the Colorado and the Rio Grande 
followed almost exactly the summit of 
the divide separating the waters flow- 
ing north into the United States from 
those flowing south into Mexico. 


"The highest point on the line is,at 
the summit of the San Luis range, a 
part of the continental divide. 
The ele- 
vation is 6,600 feet, which is nearly 
3,000 feet above El Paso. 
It is in this 


high altitude that quantities of game 
are to be foimd, making it one of the 
most interesting sections of 
the 
line. 
Here antelope, deer, bear and wild tur- 
keys are plentiful, and the acorns from 
the evergreen oaks of the 
picturesque 
valleys attract great 
flocks 
of 
wild 
pigeons. 
Many years ago there were a 
few straggling settlements in this re- 
gion, but they were abandoned during 
the raids of the ruthless Apache chief, 
Geronimo. 


"One of the most considerable towns 
along the border is Bisbee, Ari., with a 
population og 9,000. 
It la situated in 
the Mule mountains, 10 miles from the 
border. 
Tombstone, which is 20 miles 
northwest of Bisbee, was once one of the 
great mining camps of the world. 


"In a valley to the west of the BaJ)o- 
quivari mountains, also called the Pozo 
Verde mounta/ins, 200 miles east of the 
Colorado rive/, the traveler sometimes is 
so imfortuu/te as to encounter a sand 
storm whicj4 in severity rivals the torrid 
tempests of the Sahara desert. 
In their 
report to the United States government 
the International 
(Mexican) 
Boundary 
commission, which made the final survey 
of the line and erected the monuments 
which now mark the border, described 
such a storm, saying: 
'In this valley 
on July 3rd, was encountered a sand 
storm of frightful violence. 
About 
o'clock in the afternoon a dense, dark- 
brown cloud was seen rising in the south, 
which presented a singularly threatening 
appearance. 
The Sun, which until then 
had been shining brightly, was soon over- 
cast, and in a few moments after the 
cloud was first noticed the storm burst 
in all its fury, filling the atmosphere to 
a height of several hundred feet with the 
loose soil of the valley. 
In ten or fifteen 
minutes after the storm burst it became 
as black as midnight, respiration was 
almost impossible, and it was only by 
breathing through a handkerchief held 
in front of the mouth that suffocation 
was avoided. 
In about half an hour the 
wind began to subside and the darkness 
to diminish, and finally, in a little over 
tAvo hours after the storm commenced 
the setting sun shone faintly through 
the particles of dust which still filled 
the air.'"

RED CROSS DOING 


P R E P A R H S W O R K 


Increase in Number of Base 
Hospitals Ready for 
Transportation. 


Washington, 
July 
4.—Every 
time 
20,000 new men are added to our mili- 
tary service, a new base hospital must 
be 
established by the American 
Red 
Cross. 


Every time a new base hospital is or- 
ganized, the Red Cross requires a fund of 
at least $25,000. 
With 
our 
national 
guard marching out from their armories, 
there is need of more subscribes to the 
Red Cross. 


The Red Cross has been preparing for 
six months, not with special reference to 
a possible war with Mexico, but as a gen- 
eral preparedness precaution. Its equip- 
ment, as now organized, would care for 
10,000 patients, according to Col. JefTer- 
son R. Kean, director general of military 
relief for the American Red Cross. 


New York supports several base hos- 
pitals, and Chicago has undertaken to 
raise $200,000 to establish four base hos- 
pital units. The plan is to have at least 
20 units ready to be transported to the 
seat of military operations, in case of 
the outbreak of war. 


The original base hospitals are organ- 
ized in communities supporting civil in- 
stitutions 
of 
the 
first 
class, 
with 
competent corps of doctors and trained 
nurses. 


According to a statement made by Col. 
Kcan, each base hospital is equipped to 
receive 600 patients. 
Although 
organ- 
ized by the Red Cross, they are not ad- 
ministered by it, but when called into ac- 
tive service pass under the exclusive au- 
thority of the war department and be- 
come a part of its medical service. 
The 
medical officers are given military com- 
missions into the reserve corps, and re- 
ceive volunteer commissions when called 
into active service. 
The nurses in the 
same way belong to the Red Cross nurs- 
ing service, and in time of .war become H 
part of the army nurse corps. 


In case the Red .Cross goes to Mexico, 
no members of the base hospital service 
will be on or near/the firing line. 


The ambulance service, the first aid 
hospitals, the field service where emer- 
gency operations are performed, and the 
evacuation hospitals where the wounded 
are sorted, would be between the firing 
line and the base hospitals. 
Outside of 
these are the war general or convalescent 
hospitals, under the control of the war 
department. 


For each base hospital there will b« 
an 
ambulance 
column with 12 ambu- 
lances, the equipment for a column cost- 
ing $30,000. 


Red Cross officials say that the devel- 
opment of the ambulance has not gone 
so far as that of the base 
hospitals, 
but that in case of war this arm of the 
hospital service would be easily recruit- 
ed, and that there would be no trouble 
about getting light 
motor ambulances 
and men to bring the wounded from tho 
firing line. 


"The whole 
organization of the field 
columns and the base hospital units will 
be under new and absolutely efficient 
methods," says a Red Cross official. 
"Even Germany, with its attempts at the 
establishing of field hospi^ls in times of 
peace, wasn't prepared as we shall be."

"The 
most 
patriotic 
enterprise 
in 
which a people could enter is a general 
city planning movement in preparation 
for peace or war," Tuesday 
declared 
Jolm E. Lathrope, of the American City 
bureau, of New York, and a nationally 
known authority on city planning, who 
is in Fort Wayne for several days in 
the interest of bringing an exhibit of 
the bureau to this city. 


Sir. I^athrope finished a light break- 
fast as he made the statement to a 
reporter. The fact of it being Independ- 
ence day bore increasing significance to 
what he had to say—but he made it 
plain that the "hurrahs," as his inter- 
Anew progressed, do not make for the 
patriotism of a country so much as 
the transportation, mechanics and sani- 
tation of every American city. 


The kind of patriotism which goes to 
the bottom of things is also the kind 
which makes every American city a 
better place in which to live. 
That is 
the July Fourth doctrine of Mr. La- 
thrope. And to back up his remarks he 
said that 80 per cent, of modern war is 
transportation, 
mechanics and 
sanita- 
tion. 
Thus, he indicated, the American 
people have the same elements to con- 
sider whether at peace or at war. 


No Hurrahs Needed. 


There are a lot of them talking pre- 
paredness who think military prepared- 
ness consists in "hollering," and they 
are deceiving young men induced to en- 
list, Mr. Lathrope declared. 
War, in 
his 
estimation. 
means 
digging 
of 
trenches, iiandling of machine guns— 
and in a word, machinery is war. 
It 
cannot be denied, he adds, that strong 
physical movements are necessary 
in 
their proportion, but this proportion is 
small in the aggregate as compared with 
transportation and mechanics in the art 
of 
warfare. 
"Of the total 
dynamic 
force exerted in war, 80 per cent, con- 
sists of functions in everyday use in 
peace," declared the 
York 
civic 


leader. 


If he were choosing men of command 
in the war that impends -svith Mexico, 
Mr. Lathrope would choose three rail- 
road masters and one good middle aged 
general in preference to nine generals 
in the cabinet. 
This preference gave 
substance to his strong belief in men 
who direct railway terminals or ftir- 
nish the pxpcutive in ciioh ciitnrprises. 


Terminals Are Important. 


Bijt if someone were to ask 
Mr. 
Lathrope 
what 
relation a railway 
terminal bore to city 
plannlngr, 
he 
would say it bore the greate.st im- 
portance to civic welfare. 
Terminals 
eliminate ^ a d e 
crossing, 
do away 
w^ith accidents liable to cases of faulty 
track clearage, and 
make 
for 
the 
convenience and economy of people 
of a city. 
A city, from a mechanical 
standpoint, is transportation. 
From 
the principle of 
transportation 
the 
city planning idea extends to parking 
methods now employed giving the aes- 
thetic unit of the whole. 
After the 
terminal and parking features have 
been adopted it 
only 
requires 
the 
housing system to make the whole of 
city planning effective, according to 
the civic character. 


Must Evolve His Own Plan. 


What 
American 
cities 
need 
is 
closer study of their own resources in 
way of social aspirations and public 
processes through which the modern 
city planning may be worked 
out 
While Mr. Lathrope does not wish 
to move the German system < of city 
planning to America—for he believes 
in being strictly American, but does 
have something good 
to say 
about 
Germany's plan of co-ordinating its 
city system^with rail and water trans- 
portation with ItA country road sys- 
tem. 
It is up to America to evolve 
Its own system with the material in 
hand, he declares. 


When he contrast our movement 
of troops, a handful In time of peace, 
with the movement of German troops 
quarter million units, and 
unit 
after unit, in a nation engaged In a 
life or death struggle, America gets a 
brilliant illustration of what city plan- 
ning means and how 
much 
it 
is 
needed, Mr. Lathrope says.

Mr. Lathrope has been instrumen- 
tal in directing 50,000 different lines 
of publicity in city planning work 
over the country, and exhibits have

Welker was sentenced from 
Allen county in March, 1905, for having 
killed a girl to whom he was engaged 
to be married. 


There has been no showing that the 
prisoner was responsible for the death, 
but It is said that Welker has declared 
the murder was a part of an agreement 
between himself and the girl to die to- 
gether. 
It Is 
recalled that 
after the 
tragedy Welker attempted to stab him- 
self with a perJtnife, but Inflicted only 
slight wounds. 
The father of the dead 
girl has removed all objections to the 
parole of the prisoner. 


It is set out in the parole papers that 
Joseph W. Adair, the trial judge, now 
dead, said he was not sure that the pris- 
oner was criminally responsible for the 
act, and that the facts did not clearly 
shew any motive for the crime.

Havana, July 4,—With the approach 
of the close of the sugar-grinding sea- 
son, and the release from employment 
of many thousands of vorkers, interest 
ijj the presidential campaign is begin- 
ning to command attention. 
By a tacit 
understanding 
between 
the leaders 
oi 
the various factions, political activities 
during the grinding 
season were con- 
fined mainly to committee and conference 
work for the purposè of 
consolidating 
the two great national parties, the con- 
servatives, following President Menocal, 
and the liberals, whose nominee is for- 
mer Vice-President Alfredo Zayas. 


So far neither of the parties appears 
to be organized, th^re being insurgent 
elements in both camps in addition to 
numerous groups of independents who 
are awaiting opportunities to make thr 
best terms possible for their support of 
either side. 
Important among these ii' 
the following of former Governor Asbert 
of Havana province, whose ambition is 
to be governor again. 


The party favorable to the re-election 
of 
President 
Menocal 
comprises 
the 
great hulk of the conservative 
party, 
backed by the power of the administra- 
tion, but in Santa Clara and Oriento 
provinces 
there 
are 
insurgent 
groups 
who profess to object on principle to a 
second term. 
It is probable, 
however 
that their adhesion will be gained. 


The liberals continue 
greatly 
disor- 
ganized but strong 
efforts are 
being 
made by former President Jose Migue! 
Gomez, Juan -Gualberto Gomez, Orestes 
Ferrara and 
other influential 
men 
to 
consolidate all the factions In support of 
Dr. Zayas. 
Reports that Dr. Mendicta. 
who resigned from the vice-presidentinl 
place on the Zayas ticket, has décidé»! 
to withdraw his resignation, is consiù 
ered ver3' encouraging for the cause of 
the 
liberal 
unity. 
Former 
President 
Gomez will probably manage the Zayas 
campaign and will accept a senatorship 
from his home province of Santa Clara. 
A great deal of confusion exists regard- 
ing the nomination 
for the 
important 
position of mayor of Havana, there be- 
ing 
half 
a dozen claimants, 
including 
the present incumbent, Gen. Freyre de 
Andrade. 


The most 
important political action 
taken hitherto has been tîie passage by 
the senate of the bill of Senator Maza y 
Artola which provides that any presi- 
dent 
nominated 
for 
re-election 
shall 
cease to exercise the functions .of 
his 
office sixty-five days before the election. 
As the bill was only passed as a whole, 
the various articles have ye<:. to be de- 
bated, so that it is a maxter of doubt 
whether the vice-president or the mem- 
bers of the cabinet shall be delegated 
to assume the duties of the president. 
The bill is a liberal measure designed 
to put a curb on the power of the ad- 
ministration during the electoral period. 
Although lawyers generally believe the 
bill to be unconstitutional it will shortry 
be presented in the house of represen- 
tatives with apparently a good prospect 
of its passage. 
In that event it is con- 
sidered certain that President 
Menocal 
Mill refuse to aprove it when the lib- 
erals say that they can rely on a suffi- 
cient number of votes to pass it over 
the veto. 
Should the veto stand the lib- 
eral leaders talk of appealing to Wash- 
ington, claiming that without the pro- 
tection of this law they have no assur 
a nee of a fair election, especially as it 
will be held Ln the presence of troops 
or the regular army, ostensibly to main- 
tain order at 
the polls, but, 
as 
thov 
claim, for the object of intimidating lib- 
eial voters. 
This has given r;?e to mucîi 
loose and violent talk as to what ex- 
treme of violence the libérais will pro- 
ceed rather than bo defrauded of the 
fruits of victory to which, they 
say, 
their legitimate preponderance of voting 
-strength entitles them.

ing that I know of to cause her act. 
She was to have been married to a 
man'in New Orleans last month, but 
the wedding wa^ postponed.

S. Garfield, of Ohio. 


The interviews were understood to be 
-6f a quasi-confidential character.

•were confidential to the extent that the 
men who called on Hughes agreed that 
they were seeking to clear up doubts in 
their own minds and were not seeking 
¡to heckle the candidate or obtain from 
"him statements for publication. 


When an effort was made at the 
meeting of the progressive National com- 
xnittee in Chicago, June 26, to transmit 
a confidential report of these conversa- 
tions to the committee, a bolt took place. 
John M. Parker, of Louisiana, who had 
been nominated for vice president on 
the progressive ticket, objected to any 
^confidential report as to the qualifica- 
jtions of a presidential candidate. 
Thif, 
he maintained, was the public's busine¿í., 
and he would leave the committee until 
,the doors were opened and the doing's 
iof the committee inafle public. 
Witli 
ihim went Matthew líale, of Massachu- 
Betts; Chester Rowell, of California; 
•Harold Ickes, of Illinois, and other.s. 
. Without violating any confidence it 
jjnay be stated that the probing com- 
tanittee sotmded ^Ir. Hughes on the fol- 
howing 
subjects; 
Conservation, 
the 
teaman's law, the rights of organi:ieil 
ll^bor, and woman sufl'rage. 
; 
On conservation the views of Mr. 
f 


^ughes were found to be satisfactory, 
oth record and theory seemed to be in 
ivor of the kind of conservation advo- 
ieated by Gifl"ord Pinchot. 
On woman 
|iiafi'rage the committee encoxmtered a 
iBurprise. 
Mr. Hughes admitted that he 
^ a s formerly opposed to woman sufTrage 
|»nd that his record would show this. He 
[said he had changed his mind. He h.ad 
lobserved the growing demand by the 
Mpmen for equal participation in polit- 
íj(?'ál affairs and felt that a continued re- 
fusal by men to admit women to such 
^ftrticipation might result in the orsan- 
'ization of women on sex lines. 
This 
M'onld 
be deplorable. 
He therefore 
vouljl favor granting the vote to women 
the most expeditious method pos- 
Fib'e. 
This would, of course, be the fed- 
eral amendment plan urged by the Ccn- 
jn"P"'sioi'>al union. 


On the two other subjects—the Rea- 
i^an's law a»id the fundamental rights of 
labor—Mr. Hughes did not satisfy his 
tallers. 
The Clayton act was taken a a 
a^text for the discussion and Mr. Hughes 
was asked if he agreed with the declaim- 
Hon in that law that labor ia not a com- 
hiodity. 
Mr. Hughes replied that such 
decJeration was merely words; thjit 
could alter tho fact that laborers 
persons and might conspire to do 
il things whereupon they would come 


imder the weight of the law. He went 
on to express his disapproval rof .the 
secondary boycott and his belief in the 
injunction, comparing the injunction to 
the 
jury 
system—a 
good 
institution 
which might be abused. His ideas as to 
how the Clayton law should be inter- 
preted seemed to his callers as those of 
the lawyer rather than the sociologist 
or the humanitarian. 


The Seaman's law was chosen as one 
test of Hughes' opinion, because that 
law involves the right of a man under 
any circumstances to quit work if the 
pay or other conditions are not sat 
factory. 
In his discussion of this law 
Mr. Hughes laid chief stress on the need 
for an American merchant marine and 
the possible desirability of a subsidy 
to 
help pay American 
sailors. 
He 
seemed to consider these phases more 
important than the problem of personal 
liberty 
involved in the time-honorpd 
practice of arresting and forcing the sail- 
or to work against his will. 
Raymond 
Robins was not satisfied as to ilughes' 
economic and social views. 
He believes 
Hughes to be of that type of mind which 
accepts laws and conditions as they are 
in the belief that the Lord intended tho 
rich to be rich and the poor to be pofiT 
and that suffering and injustice are part 
of the Divine decree; that property i.s 
sacred; that reformers are dreamers; 
that agitation is reprehensible and re- 
volt is criminal. 
In other words, that 
Mr. Hughes is wholly unenlightened on 
all matters having to do with the groat 
fundamentals of the economic and social 
world. 


Progressives of the Robins type will 
watch Mr. Hughes' letter of acceptance 
and similar utterances for confirmation 
or otherwise of their present beliefs.

How the citizens of America could 
form themselves into a huge volunteer 
army is shown in a remarkable pamphlet 
just issued by the army war college—a 
document that has been sent throughout 
the country at a time when the Mexican 
crisis has turned the nation's 
thought 
toward its citizen soldiery. 


The pamphlet is entitled "Method of 
Training a Citizen Army on the Out- 
break of War to Insure Its Preparedness 
for Field Service"—a very work-a-day 
title for the most important document 
on the citizen soldier that has ever been 
issued in this country. 


It is a clear-cut answer to the ques- 
tion: 
"How could our citizens quickly 
prepare themselves for the battlefield if 
the storm of war should ever break over 
America ?" 


It is based largely on the continental 
army scheme which was shelved by con- 
gress—an action which caused Secretary 
of War Garrison to quit his post 
in 
President Wilson's cabinet. This action, 
however, never really destroyed the plan 
upon which the gathering of a great vol- 
unteer army can always be based should 
such a force ever be needed for service 
in Mexico or anywhere else. 


Under the new plan the enormous po- 
tential resources of tliis country in fight- 
ing men would be used, not in the hap- 
hazard fashion of the past, but accord- 
ing to a division of the country 
into 
great "areas." 
The lines of these divi- 
sions follow the distribution of popula- 
tion, not the lines of states as they do in 
the militia. 


The kind of troops which each district 
and subdivision of an area would furnish 
is also established. 
Thus great cities 
would not be called upon to furnish 
many regiments of cavalry, 
and the 
plains of the far west would not be ex- 
pected to grow a crop of men who could 
handle all the complicated duties of en- 
gineers and artillerymen. 


The largest bodies of cavalry would 
come from the parts of the country 
where men "live in the saddle." 


Big manufacturing centers would fur- 
nish troops whose duties make a knowl- 
edge of machinery and technical training 
necessary.

Infantry naturally would be widely 
distributed, for, strange as it may seem, 
the cities produce just as good infantry- 
men as the sparcely populated districts. 


The plan also takes into consideration 
distribution of colleges 
and technical 
schools where 
officer material is pro- 
duced, and the higher grade of military 
scliools, where youths are train'.'d in the 
rudiments of the art of war. 


Such 
institutions could be depended 
upon to furnish not only men from their 
present student bodies, but lists of grad- 
uates who could be called into service. 
Such men would be invaluable in the 
technical branches of the army. 


Real railroad men, for instance, could 
be used in the communications service, 
experienced engineers could 
be 
called 
upon to build bridges, lay roads and, af- 
ter training, to erect field fortifications. 
The same principle applies to the medical 
corps and in fact to every sort of service 
where specialized education is necessary. 


The congressional 
districts are the 
only divisions of this coxmtry ever made 
according to population, and the volun- 
teer army plan is based 
upon these. 
Each congressional district would be 
called upon to furnish its quota of men 
to the forces of the larger military di- 
visional area. 


These 
military areas in most e a ^ s 
would include several congressional dis- 
tricts. 


For example, the Fourth infantry di- 
^'^sional area would include the 18th to 
34th congressional districts of New York, 
17 in all, with headquarters in Albany. 
But in the sparsely populated sections a 
group of states would form an "area." 


Thus the Sixteenth infantry divisional 
area 
would 
contain all of Minnesota, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Mon- 
tana, all these states having only 17 
congressional districts. 


Map shows how the country would be divided 
into 
military 
divisional 
areas, based on density of population, if it becomes necessary to raise a volun- 
teer army to follow the militia and regulars to~the border. 
State lines, as they 
apply to the national guard would be wiped out. 


Each divisional area would have head- 
quarters centrally located and on the line 
of a good railroad. 


Now, what would happen when the call 
came? 


Recruiting stations would be opened in 
every town from which any troops were 
desired. 
These 
would be sent to the 
mobilization camps as soon as they were 
enlisted. There thoy would undergo the 
course of training mapped out for the 
continental army. 


At first their teachers would be ex- 
ofRcers of the armjr and national guard. 
But later, as certain men developed spe- 
cial aptitude, instructors would be taken 
from the ranks. 


Officers would be selected in much the 


same manner. 
Officers also would come 
[ from the military schools and colleges. 
! Examination boards would probably be 
constantly in session 
passing on their 
qualifications. 


There could be no favoritism in such a 
system, as only ability to pass the ex- 
aminations and the aptitude for the com- 
I mand of men or the performance of tech- 
nical duties would be c>msidered. 


If the continental army plan had gone 
through it would 
have 
provided three 
month^s of training a year for four years. 
Therefore the army war college declares 
in its report that 12 months of training 
is absolutely required to bring volunteers 
to the jKjint where 
tliey 
can face a 
trained enemy.

mMAULIPIIS RICH 
III MAMSOimCES 


Mexican State from Which 
Many Invasions Have 
Come. 


Washington, 
D. C., July 
4/—The 
prominence which the Mexican state of 
Tamaulipas is occupying in the border 
news of the day makes the following 
bulletin, issued by the National Geo- 
graphic society, from its Washington 
headquarters, of timely interest: 


"Ovnng to the border outrages com- 
mitted by bandits who have invaded 
Texas at points opposite the Mexican 
state of Tamaulipas, public interest is 
focused on this political division of the 


southern republic, which has immensely 
rich resources, both minerals and agri- 
cultural, but Avhich has not been de- 
veloped by American and European cap- 
ital as have other sections of the coun- 
try. 


"Tamaulipas is 
about 
the size of 
Maine, but with only about one-third 
the population of 
the New England 
commonwealth. Its gulf coast line, low, 
sandy, hot and moist, extends north and 
south for 2.50 miles from the mouth of 
the Rio Grande to the mouth of the 
Panuco river, where is situated the im- 
portant seaport of Tampico, with its 
fabulously rich oil fields. This coast is 
indented 
with 
many shallow 
lagoons 
formed by the islands and sandbars at 
the mouths of the Rio Grande, Conchas, 
Soto la Marina and Tamesi rivers. In 
winter it is swept by violent 'northers,' 
which are exceedingly dangerous to nav- 
igation and which cause great discom- 
fort to the natives. 


"That portion of the state bordering 
on Texas is flat and is very dry for 
eight months of the year, but when ir- 


rigated is extremely fertile, producing 
bountiful grain crops, as well as sus- 
taining numerous herds of cattle. The 
southern and central sections produce 
sugar cane, bananas, Coffee and tobacco 
in the well-watered valleys. 
In the 
mountainous regions, 
back 
from the 
coast, the 
state 
possesses immense 
potential wealth 
in 
its undeveloped 
gold, silver, copper, marble, asphalt and 
salt mines. 
Even in the Tampico dis- 
trict the great underground reservoirs 
of petroleum 
have been tapped 
only 
within recent years. 


"The mountains of Tamaulipas, which 
boast a salubrious climate, teem with 
game, and sportsmen 
of 
Mexico City 
make annual excursions to this region to 
hunt deer and the vast flocks of wild- 
fowl which nest in Ihe neighborhood of 
tho numerous lakes that dot the state. 


"Tamaulipas owes its commercial im- 
portance largely to its textile .fibre in- 
dustry and to the great volume of trade 
passing through Tampico, which ranks 
next to Vera Cruz among Mexican gulf 
ports. Its total commerce for 1913 was 


more than $63,000,000, while Vera Cruz' 
trade was $83,000,000. 
From Tampico 
to New Orleans by steamer is 705 miles, 
about the same distance as from Phila- 
delphia to Savannah. From Tampico to 
Galveston is 450 miles. The capital of 
the state, Ciudad Victoria, has a popu- 
lation of about 10,000 and is situated 
in the mining district, 850 miles north 
of Mexico City and 150 miles northwest 
of Tampico."

Washington, D. C., July 4.—That part 


of tlie United States Mexico boundary 
line extending from El Paso, Texas, to 
the Pacific coast, is described in tha 
following war geography bulletin of the 
National Geographic society, issued from 
Washington: 


"After leaving the Rio Grande, the 


natural boundary, and striking due 
from El Paso for 100 miles, tho inter 
national line between the United States 
and Mexico changes direction five times 
before reaching the Pacific coast. As if 
it had struck an insurmountable obstacle 
in the Big Hatchet mountains, it turns 
>t right angles, and extends to the south, 
for 30 miles, then strikes west again for 
a distance of more than 160 miles to a 
point beyond Negates. Forming an ob- 
tuse angle, the line now runs in a north- 
westerly direction for its longest 'leg,' 
more than 230 miles, until it reaches the 
Colorado river, which forms the bound- 
ary for 20 miles from southwest to 
northeast. At Yuraa, near the juncture 
if the Gila river with the Colorado, the 
ine takes its final change of direction 
,oward the west, terminating in the Pa- 
ific, 140 miles distant. 


"This boundary is marked by 25S 


monuments, more than 200 of which are 
of cast iron weighing 800 pounds. They 
are six feet tall and set in concrete. The 
expense of tbeir erection, borne jointly 
by "Mexico and the United States, aver 
age $150 each, 


"With the exception of Bisbee, Santa 


Cruz, Yuma and San Diego, there ar 
few settlements of any size within a 
20 mile zone on each side of the hound 
ary, embracing an area of 24,000 squar 
infies. 


"Although the boundary was chosen 


arbitrarily, when the work of surveyin 
began it was found tha£ tho line be 
tween the Colorado and the Rio Grand 
followed almost exactly the summit o 
the' divide separating the waters flow 
ing north into the United States from 
those flowing south into Mexico. 


"The highest point on the line is a 


the summit of the San Luis range, 
part of the continenlal divide. The el 
vation is 6,600 feet., which is near] 
3,000 feet above El Paso. It is in this 


altitude that quantities of game 


re to be found, making it one of the 
most interesting sections of tho, line, 
lero antelope, deer, bear and wild tur- 
keys are plentiful, and the acorns from 
he evergreen oaks of tho picturesque 
alleys attract great 
flocks 
of 
wild- 


pigeons. Many years ago there were a 
'ew straggling settlements in this ra- 
tion, but they were abandoned during 
;he raids of the ruthless Apache chief, 
Geronimo. 


'One of the most considerable towns 


along the border is Bisbee, Ari., with a 
population OR 9,000. It is situated in 
the Mule mountains, 10 miles from the 
border.

pital units. The plan is to have at least 
20 units ready to be transported to the 
seat of military operations, in case of 
•the outbreak of war. 


The original base hospitals are organ- 


ized in communities supporting civil in- 
stitutions of the 
first 
class, 
with 


competent corps of doctors and trained 
urses. 
According to a statement made by Col. 


Kean, each base hospital is equipped to 
receive 500 patients. Although 
organ- 


ized by the Eed Cross, they are not ad- 
ministered by it, but when called into ac- 
tive service pass under the exclusive au- 
thority of the war department and be- 
come a part of its medical service. The 
medical officers are given military com- 
missions into the reserve corps, and re- 
ceive volunteer commissions when called 
into active service. 
The nurses in the 


same way belong to the Red Cross nurs- 
ing service, and in time of .war become a 
part of the army nurse corps. 


In case the Red .Cross goes to Mexico, 


no members of the base hospital service 
will be on or near the firing line. 


The ambulance service, the first aid 


hospitals, the field service where emer- 
gency operations are performed, and the 
evacuation hospitals -where the wounded 
are sorted, would be between the firing 
line and the base hospitals. Outside of 
these are the war general or convalescent 
hospitals, under the control of tho war 
department. 


For each base hospital there will b« 


an 
ambulance 
column with 12 ambu- 


lances, the equipment for a column cost- 
ing $30,000. 


Red Cross officials say that the devel- 


opment of the ambulance has not gone 
so far as that of the base hospitals, 
but that in case of war this arm of the 
hospital service would be easily recruit- 
ed, and that there would be no trouble 
about getting light 
motor ambulances 


and men to bring the wounded from the 
firiiift line. 


"The whole organization of the field 


columns and the base hospital units will 
be under now and absolutely efficient I 
methods," says a Red Cross 
official. 


"Even Germany, with its attempts at tho 
establishing of field hospitals in times of 
peace, wasn't prepared as we shall be."

New York Civic Director 


Says Cities Must Work 


Out Own System. 


"The most patriotic enterprise in 


which a people could enter is a general 
city planning movement in preparation 
for peace or war," Tuesday declared 
John E. Lathropo, of the American City 
bureau, of New York, and a nationally 
known authority on city planning, who 
is in Fort Wayne for several days in 
tho interest of bringing an exhibit of 
the bureau to this city. 


Mr. Lathrope finished a light break- 


fast as he made the statement to a 
.reporter. The fact of it being Indepcnd 
enco day bore increasing significance to' 
what ho had to say—but he made it 
plain that the "hurrahs," as his inter- 
view progressed, do not make . for the 
patriotism of a country so much ns 
the transportation, mechanics and sani- 
tation of every American city. 


The kind of patriotism which goes to 


the bottom of things is also tho kind 
which makes every American city a 
better place in which to live. That ia 
the. July-Fourth doctrine of Mr. La- 
thrope. And to back up his remarks he 
said that 80 per cent, of modern war is 
transportation, mechanics and sanita- 
tion. Thus, he indicated, the American 
people have tho same elements to con- 
aider whether at peace or at war. 


No Hurrahs Needed. 


There are a lot of them talking pre- 


paredness who think military prepared- 
ness consists in "hollering," and they 
are deceiving young men induced to en- 
list, Mr. Lathrope declared. War, in 
his estimation, 
means 
digging of 


trenches, handling of machine g-uns— 
and ia a word, machinery is war. It 
cannot be denied, he adds, that strong 
physical movements are necessary in 
their proportion, but this proportion is 
small in the aggregate as compared with 
transportation and mechanics in the art 
of warfare. 
"Of the total dynamic 


force exerted in war, 80 per cent, con- 
sists of functions fa everyday use in 
peace," declared the""S5w York civic 
leadsr. 


If he were choosing men of command 


in the war that impends with Mexico, 
Mr. Lathrope would choose three rail- 
road masters and one good middle aged 
general in preference to nine generals 
m tho cabinet. 
This preference gave 


substance to his strong belief in men 
who direct railway terminals or fur- 
nish the executive in «ijcli enterprises. 


Terminals Are Important. 


But if someone were to ask Mr. 


Lathrope what relation a railway 
terminal bore to city planning, ho 
•would say It bore the greatest im- 
portance to civic welfare. 
Terminals 


eliminate glrade crossing, do away 
with accidents liable to cases of faulty 
track clearage, and make for the 
convenience and economy of people 
of a city. A city, from, a mechanical 
standpoint, is' transportation. 
From 


the principle of transportation the 
city planning idea extends to parking; 
methods now employed giving the aes- 
thetic unit of the whole. 
After the 


terminal and parking features have 
been adopted it only requires tho 
housing system to make the whole of 
city planning effective, according to 
the civic character. 


Must Evolve His Own Plan. 


What American cities 
need 
Is 


closer study' of their own resources In 
•way of social aspirations and public 
processes through.which the modern 
city planning may be worked out 
While Jlr. Lathrope does not ivish 
to move the German system of city 
planning to America—-for ho believes 
in being strictly American, liut does 
have something good to say about 
Germany's plan of co-ordinating its 
city system with rail and water trans- 
portation with its country road sys- 
tem. 
It Is up to America to evolve 


its own system with the material In 
hand, he declares.

Point for All Latin 


Republics. 


Havana, July 4.—With the approach 


of the close of the sugar-gricding sea- 
son, and the release from employment 
of many thousands of workers, interest 
ifl the presidentU.1 campaign is begin- 
ning to command attention. By a tacit 
understanding between the leaders of 
the various factions, political activities 
during tho grinding season were con- 
fined mainly to committee and conference 
work for the purpose of consolidating 
the two great national parties, the con 
servatives, following President Menocal 
and the liberals, whose nominee is for 
mer Vice-President Alfredo Zayas. 


So far neither of the parties appear 


to be organized, there being insurgcn 
elements in both camps in addition to 
numerous groups of independents who 
are awaiting opportunities to make the 
test terms possible for their support of 
either Bide. Important among these i* 
the following of former Governor Asbcrt 
of Havana province, whose ambition is 
to be governor again. 


The party favorable to the re-election 


of President Menocal comprises 
the 


great bulk of the conservative party, 
backed by the power of the admjnistra- j 
tion, but in Santa Clara and Orient^ 
provinces there are insurgent groups 
who profess to object on principle to u 
second term. It is probable, howcvei, 
that their adhesion will be gained. 


The liberals continue greatly disor- 


ganized but strong efforts are being 
made by former President Jose Miguc: 
Gomez, Juan Gualberto Gomez, Orestes 
Ferrara and other influential men to 
consolidate all the factions In support of 
Dr. Zayas. Reports that Dr. Mcndictn. 
who resigned from the vice-prcBidentia". 
place on the Zayas ticket, has decided 
to withdraw his resignation, is consid 
ered very encouraging for the cause of 
the liberal unity.' Former President 
Gomez will probably manage the Zayas 
campaign and will accept a scnatorship 
from his home province of Santa Clara. 
A great deal of confusion exists regard- 
ing the nomination for the important, 
position of mayor 'of Havana, there be- 
ing half a dozen claimants, including 
the present incumbent; Gen. Freyre de 
Andrade. 


The most important political, action 


taken hitherto has been the passage by 
the senate of tho bill of Senator Maza y 
Artola which provides that any presi-

cease to exercise the functions of his 
office sixty-five days before the election 
As the bill was only passed- as a whole 
the various articles have yeo to ha de 
bated, so that it is a matter of doubt 
whether the vice-president or the mem 
bers of the cabinet shall be delegated 
to assume tho duties of the president 
The bill is a liberal measure designed 
to put a curb on the power of the ad 
ministration during the electoral period 
Although lawyers generally believe th 
bill to be unconstitutional it will short!;, 
be presented in the house of represen 
tatives with apparently a good prospec 
of its passage.
